New York. December 2Gth.—Yesterday 
was a white Christmas. Throughout the 
Eastern States there was good sleighing, 
and bright, bracing weather.

There wu*- no red-handed crime 
in the city, and the police had very little to 
do. The chief sensations were the sinking 
of the Dritish ship Lomdy in tho harbor 
yesterday noon, and the arrest of' Cisco, the 
negro murderer of Abraham Gurnee at Dark 
itiiige, Bergen county, X. J.. on Tuesday. 
Cisco was discovered hv a ne wsboy on the 
train going to Datlerson. 
He admits the 
crime, which he says was unintentional. 
T lie .N ew York 1’ress anil th e Sharon Case. 
New Y ork,December 2'ith.—A Timed e«li- 
torial on the Sharon decision says : 
While 
the case has been front the first full of sur­ 
prises, and while the course of the plaintiff 
and tier counsel has often been such as to 
create prejudice against her. there have 
been so many points incompatible with a 
hypothesis ot bold, wholesale fraud, ihat 
the most cautious observers have hesitated 
to form definite conclusions. Judge .Sulli­ 
van's decisions have not often, if ever, been 
reversed, for he is careful and painstaking 
almost to a fault. Henceforth the plaintiff 
will find no difficulty in procuring means 
of litigation, since she has now madea great 
step toward the .*1.000,000 or $5,000,000 in 
issue. 
The World says: Senator Sharon has re­ 
ceived a nice Christmas gift in the shape of 
a verdict of divorce in behalf of his left­ 
handed wife, Sarah Althea.

T lie H a w a iia n T reaty. 
Chk'aoo, December 20th.—A Washington 
special says : A prominent Senator said to­ 
day that he thought it was more tliau prob­ 
able that the proposed new Hawaiian treaty 
would he withdrawn from the Senate by 
the State Department, and another treaty 
agreed upon. He said .hat even the H a­ 
waiian Government now admitted that this 
country did not receive such good terms as 
ii deserved. Better terms wouid be given in 
the next treaty. He said further, however, 
that all the treaties would fail to be ratified 
by the Senate. 
U iitine in th e South. 
New Y o r k . December 20th.—Congress­ 
man-elect Brady, of Virginia, says : " The 
election proved to my mind that Blaine 
was the strongest candidate whom the 
Republicans could have nominated. No 
other man in this country could have 
polled such a vote in the South a.- was 
freely and fairly given to Blaine. Every­ 
body knows there was a Republican major­ 
ity in Virginia, and also in some other States 
of the South, and everybody understands 
what has been done with that majority.

R urned to D ea th . 
D a lla s (Tex.), December 20th.—Shortly 
before noon a fire was discovered in the 
grain elevator of Rainwater & Stearns. 
The entire lire department was called out, 
but was unable to save the building from 
complete destruction. 
Rainwater, upon 
hearing the alarm, arose from a sick lied, 
and rushing frantically to the scene, offered 
a reward of $2,900 for the rescue of two 
men supposed to be isolated in the upper 
storv of the elevator.

FARM A P FRUIT. 


FINE PROSPECTS CAUSED BY THE 
TIMELY RAIN. 


M a n u r in g F r u it T r e o s —D e e p P lo w in g 
a n il M o is t u r e —R a i s i n C u r in g 
— G e n e r a l N o te s . 


The very bountiful rain of the past week 
has most thoroughly moistened and even 
soaked the ground to all required depths 
for plowing and the putting forward of 
other classes of farm work which have 
been awaiting such a condition. 
The busy 
season of “ plowing the fertile meadows’’ 
will now set in with full force of men and 
teams, and the winter’s work, if continued 
rains do not piove too abundant, will be 
put forward in fine time for gaining to the 
farmer all the advantages > arising from 
earlv winter planting. The low prices of 
wheat during the past fall, and which still 
continue, will do much to decrease the 
acreage of cereals for 1885. Added to this 
cause will be also noticed the further ef­ 
fect toward limiting the area of grain- 
fiehls, arising from the large increase of 
orchards and vineyards upon lands form­ 
erly sown to grain. 
It is a peculiarity, 
if not a failing, with people in general— 
and more especially in America'—for all 
to rush into or out of various industries 
much l ike sheep whenever greener pastures 
appear in sight, than those already occu­ 
pied; and this is constantly done regard­ 
less of the patent fact that when all 
commence to migrate-from one industry 
to another, it fe the propitious time 
main in the occupation or ’ 
to rc- 
industry being 
thus left behind, as the very fact of mam- 
entering upon the changed relation will 
insure increased profits and success to those 
who content themselves to remain in the 
previously occupied fields. 
It may not he 
that there is any danger of too many giv­ 
ing up wheat growing at the present time, 
but simply because wheat is low in price 
at present, is not good cause upon which 
to base anticipations that next season’s 
crop will not bring renumerative returns. 


M A N U R IN G F R U IT T R E E S. 
That fruit trees require a large amount 
of food is obvious. The tree itself takes 
from the soil much material. 
When a 
large tree is cut down or removed, the 
ground where it stood is found to be in a 
very poor condition. 
Its former site is 
bad place to plant another tree of the same 
or of a different species. 
The ground long 
occupied by an orchard under the ordinary 
management is generally found to be in 
very poor condition to produce.ordinary 
held crops. 
It ought to be well manured 
or devoted to what is known as “ resting 
crops,” such as clover and grass, before it 
can produce good corn or small grain. 
The plant food taken from the soil to pro­ 
duce an annual crop of apples is enor­ 
mous. 
Single trees have been known to 
produce on an average twenty bushels per 
year for a long period. 
It fe obvious that 
such trees have robbed the soil of most of 
its fertility for the entire distance traversed 
by their roots. 
If no new nutriment is 
afforded, the trees must cease to grow and 
stop produeing fruit. The trees cannot 
move in 
scan h of food, as 
animals, 
birds, tishes and insects do. 
The food 
must be brought to them, or they will 
die of starvation or become victims of 
disease. 
While it is obvious that fruit 
trees must lie fed, considerable judgment 
should be exercised in the selection and 
application of it. 
Green, unfermented 
stable manures ought not to be employed. 
Stable manure, however, if thoroughly fer­ 
mented, is excellent. 
It is improved by 
stirring it during one entire season, and In­ 
forking it over two or three times. 
A 
compound formed of stable manure, forest 
leaves, muck and turf is also excellent. 
Ashes and air-slacked lime is also highly 
beneficial. 
Good results are often ob­ 
tained by incorporating these fertilizers 
with the soil bv means of a spading fork. 
W hen this is done the ground should be 
afterward tramped nearly as hard as it was 
before the manure was applied. Good re­ 
sults are ordinarily obtained by applying 
the manure in the form of a top-dressing. 
Little lalior is required to apply manure 
in this manner, and no injury is done to 
the rootsof the trees. The soluble portions 
of the manure are carried downward by 
every rain, and in time reach the soil that 
is occupied by the roots.—[The Patron. 


D E E P P L O W IN G A N D M O ISTU R E. 
The question is often asked, “ How does 
deep plowing make the soil m o i s t e r 1 
believe it is an accepted fact that wherever 
warm air comes in contact with a fenlv 
cooler than itself, the water in it condenses 
into drops. 
On a warm day we see it often 
on the outside of a pitcher of cold water. 
Fogs and dews are made in that way, and 
our rain, most of it, coming tip from the 
gulf in those heavy currents of warm air 
that we frequently have. 
When we pul­ 
verize the soil deep, the warm air which is 
full of moisture penetrates down and all 
through it, and the ground being cooler 
than the air condenses the water into 
drops, which answers in place of rain; so 
the deeper and the more we pulverize it, 
the more moisture it will collo-t from the 
air. 
Thirty years ago there was a terrible 
drought in the Fast. 
Professor Mapes, a 
large market-gardener, had had his ground 
umlerdrained and su!*soi!ed, and his c rops, 
where lie could, were cultivated with a 
siiltsoii plow. 
A committee went to see his 
place after nine weeks of drought, and 
they found everything as flourishing as if 
there had been plenty of rain. 
Ilis corn 
(it Was the 3d of Septum her; was estimated 
at 9(Tbushels to the acre, while on land 
cultivated in the usual way, near by. it was 
all burnt up. 
W hile I do not think deep 
plowing is everything, still 1 think deep 
and thorough pulverizing of our land will 
le sse n the effects of a drought.—[K. W. 
Brown, in Kansas Farmer.

something in heat by refraction from the 
vines during the day, and radiation at 
night. 
_ 
3. The grapes will dry more rapidly if 
the trays are set up against the vines at an 
an angle of about thirty degrees, with the 
horizontal inclination to the south. 
The 
rays of the sun are thus brought more 
directly upon the tray, making a differ­ 
ence of ten degrees in the heat, as com­ 
pared with the flat tray. 
Another advan­ 
tage of the inclined tray is that it more 
readily sheds water in case of rain, drain­ 
ing the fruit and leaving it practically un­ 
injured. 
4. The quicker the process of drying can 
lie effected the better, thus preserving tlte 
bloom of the lierrv and its flavor, 
5. Raisins should be taken up before 
thoroughly dry and placed in the sweat 
boxes. 
The moisture remaining promotes 
the sweating process, and results in a l et­ 
ter quality of raisins. The fruit suffers 
less from shrinkage, and is altogether 
more handsome and salable.

which spread to other trees and orchards 
like the seeds of the Canada thistle, and 
soon desolate a whole section of country, 
some of whose orchards may have been 
kept in prime condition. 
This suggests 
the necessity of some legal remedies, such 
as enforcement of sanitary regulations 
among fruit-growers as are attempted in 
the relations of human society. The hor­ 
ticultural societies should take the matter 
in hand with vigor, and bring such influ­ 
ence to bear upon the law-makers as to he 
able to cause a destruction of every tree 
and orchard affected with any of these i 
fruit and fruit-tree inflictions.

the prevention and destruction of fungoid 
growths on all kinds of fruit trees, and 
with decidedly beneficial effects. It is now 
well a-'-ertuined that many of the diseases 
of both vegetables and animals are due to 
fungoid growths, and sulphur is the best 
known and one of the most potent anti­ 
dotes for the mycelium and scores of micro­ 
scopical fungi, and the most practicable 
mode of using it is as an ingredient in the 
ordinary lime wash, applied to fences and 
external woodwork. As a sanitary auxil­ 
iary in cities, its employment will become 
general as its use becomes known. If every 
fence, tree box, out-building or rough 
wooden structure in this city could at once 
receive a coating of this wash, it would 
greatly check the speed of malarial disor­ 
ders. 
It is not costly, anti the sulphur im­ 
parts additional adhesive qualities to the 
mixture. The wash is prepared hy placing 
half a bushel of frish burned lime anti 
eight pounds of powdered sulphur in a 
tight barrel, slaking the lime with no rly 
boiling water, the mouth of the barrel 
being covered with a cloth. 
When cool 
it is ready for use as ordinary whitewash.— 
[New York News.

P A C K IN G P E A C H E S.

It is consequently unfortunate that it 
seldom reaches the consumer in perfection. 
This is owing to improper packing. The 
poach, when ripe and lit for eating, is ex­ 
ceedingly delicate, and the slightest bruise 
is the commencement of decay. 
1 would 
suggest, therefore, that producers should 
preñare for next year’s market crates such 
as are used for eggs, with pasteboard par­ 
titions, in which each peach would be 
isolated ; those at the bottom would not be 
bruised by weight on top, and they would 
be protected from the jar consequent on 
transportation.

SOM E G E N E R A L N OTES. 
The greatest difficulty with heavy milk­ 
ers approaching the period of calving is 
reducing the flow of milk. 
The Rural 
World says that with ordinary cows there 
is no trouble in the matter, because the 
milk secretions begin to fall as soon as the 
cow becomes pregnant, but with heavy and 
persistent milkers, if the feed is of the 
right kind and of sufficient quantity, there 
i- no necessity for making any special 
efforts for drying up the cow. 
The secre­ 
tion will not be large at all events, but the 
needed phosphates and nitrogen should lie 
supplied for the building up of the frame 
of the calf. 
An egg is one of the few things that can­ 
not be adulterated ; but, according to the 
Poultry World, its value may lie considera­ 
bly a fleeted by the food supplied to biddv. 
The difference, it says, between an egg laid 
by a plump, healthy hen, fed with good, 
fresh food daily, and an egg laitl by a thin, 
poorly fed hen, is a s great as the difference 
between gotid Iieef and poor. 
A fowl fed 
on Garbage and weak slops, with very little 
grain of any kind, may lay eggs, to be sure, 
but when these eggs are broken to lie used 
f o r cakes, pies, etc., they will spread in a 
weak, watery way over your dish, or look 
a milky white, instead of having a rich, 
slightly yellow tinge. 
A 'rich egg” re­ 
tains its slutjie as far as possible, and yields 
to the beating of a knife or spoon with 
more resistance, and gives you the convic­ 
tion that you are really beating something 
thicker than water or diluted milk. 
Oatmeal and wheat-bran is one of the 
best of rations for milch cows; hut the 
Rural New Yorker thinks that a still hot­ 
ter ration is made of new process oilmen!, 
bran, cornmeal, anti a liberal supply of yel­ 
low globe mangles. 
Doing something to distract his atten­ 
tion is perhaps the best way to start a 
balky horse. Some start readily when a 
handful of sand is put in their mouth or 
ear. Others will In- mollified hy an ear of 
com eaten and another held at a tempting 
distance a little in advance. 
In cases of 
continued obstinacy a cure is sometimes 
effected by fastening the horse securely 
and leaving him without food or drink un­ 
til he i- willing to start. 
A story is told 
of one farmer whose horse balked with a 
light load in the woods. The animal was 
tied to a tree and tried at intervals 
through the day. 
At night he was left 
standing. 
The next morning, twenty- 
four hours after the halky lit liegan, the 
horse started freely and never offered to 
balK again while his owner was driving 
him. 
A halky horse should never lie 
beaten, as it will only make him more 
nervous and increase 
the 
difficulty.— 
[ Evangelist.

of great success. 
Figures are proverbially 
supposed to be a dry subject of contempla­ 
tion, but this Centennial Methodist Con­ 
ference rolls them over its tongue as though 
they were the sweetest morsels which this 
great assembly, with a hundred years be­ 
hind it, could offer to an admiring world. 
They are dished up at every season, and 
the meals usually consist of many courses. 
“ How yott Methodists do like to talk 
about your four million of communicants,” 
remarked a member of another denomina­ 
tion to one of the delegates yesterday ; anti 
your correspondent, who overheard, could 
not help thinking that, though there might 
have been a little envy in the remark, 
there were also considerable common sense, 
and a not undeserved rebuke in it likewise. 
There are, however, some things to be said 
in~ mitigation of this fault, if fault it be. 
In the first place, the habit of numbering 
its people is not purely Methodistic. 
It is 
an American hab it; more than that, it is 
a frailty of human nature. 


D E N O M IN A R STA TISTICS. 
Dr. Dorchester, of the M. E. Church, in 
his able and exhaustive paper on this rfnli- 
jeet, declared the present strength of this 
church in the United States to be as fol­ 
lows : Traveling preachers, 2(1,932; local 
preachers, 33,953; members in full, 3,724,­ 
145; probationers, 177,236 ; total commu­ 
nicants, 3,951,026. 
For the whole world 
the figures he gave were: Traveling preach­ 
ers, 34,989; local preachers, 77,053; com­ 
municants, 5,319,943. The educational and 
financial statistics were presented by Dr. 
James IE Carlisle, of the Church South, 
who said that within the Conferences rep­ 
resented in that centennial gathering there 
were seventy universities and colleges,with 
perhaps as many classical 
seminaries; 
about 100 female colleges, anti ten theo­ 
logical schools. Methodism had now 50,000 
Sunday-schools, with more than 300,000 
teachers and 
3,000,000 
pupils. 
Her 
churches numbered 30,000, and were in­ 
creasing at the rate of five for every work­ 
ing day in the year. 
These houses of wor­ 
ship would accommodate, he said,.about 
10,000.000 attendants, and their money 
value was aliout $80,000,000, the parson­ 
ages of Methodism being estimated at $20,­ 
000,000. In all its bounds the Church paid 
yearly about §12,000,000 for salaries and 
kindred claims. The aggregate amount 
raised last year for all purjxises by the M. 
E. Church alone was stated by the speaker 
to be not less than §17,000,000, which, he 
said, was probably more than half the ag­ 
gregate sum raisetl in that year by the 
Methodist Church at large. 


N O R T H A N D SO U TH M ETH O D ISTS. 
Excluding the representatives of the col­ 
ored churches, the Conference is virtually 
composed of representatives of two liodies 
—the M. E. Church and the M. E. Church 
South. 
Outside of these there are but six 
white delegates in it, two of these being 
from the Prim itive Methodist Church, 
two from the Independent Methodists, and 
two from the M. E. < hurch of Canada. 
Thus the two great bodies referred to, who 
were one up to 1844, and who then sepa­ 
rated on a question having reference to the 
social position of the negro, are now sitting 
together for the first time in friendly 
counsel, with the separating cause occupy­ 
ing a place in their midst, and even taking 
his turn, with the liest men from among 
themselves, in presiding over their deli­ 
berations. 
As Dr. McFerrin so tersely 
stated the case yesterday: 
“ Forty years 
ago,” he said, “ the Northern and Southern 
Methodists solemnly turned their hacks 
upon each other, and now his soul was 
gladdened by seeing them face each other 
anti come together again.” 
A marked 
feature thus far is the delicate and unre­ 
mitting 


IN T E R C H A N G E O F CO URTESIES 
Between these two bodies. No opportunity 
for kind words is neglected on either side. 
A notable instance of this is that given 
above, where Dr. Carlisle, of the Church 
South, stated so frankly the immense pre­ 
ponderance of money contributed yearly 
by the members of the older and larger 
body which operates principally in the 
North. 
That the spirit of fraternity 
should develop rapidly in such an atmos­ 
phere is inevitable. Still, neither party 
is prepared to go back upon its history in 
reference to the matter which originally 
divided them, as was plainly shown by 
the two essays of yesterday morning. 
Dr. 
O. H. Warren, of the M. E. Church, spoke 
upon 
“ The Outlook of Methodism in 
1784,” and Dr. J. I>. Blackwell, of the 
Church South, upon the outlook in 1884. 
The former, in staling the attitude of the 
early Methodist preachers toward slave- 
holding, spoke of the system in the strong­ 
est terms of condemnation, anti the latter 
argued just as strongly, by implication at 
any rate, in support of the Southern view 
of this subject, quoting largely in justifica­ 
tion thereof from the Epistles of Paul. 


NO S O L ID N O R T H O R SO U TH . 
I had an interview, a few days since, 
with several members of the Convention. 
Among them was Judge Jordan Stokes, of 
Tennessee, a patriarchal gentleman who is 
held in the verv highest regard in the 
Church South, to whom 1 was referred as 
one “ who always thought before he spoke 
and whose words would 
carry 
great 
weight,” said : “ Undoubtedly the hand of 
God was in the separation and it was an 
act of love. We couldn't see it at the time, 
hut it resulted in the emancipation of the 
slaves. 
When He desires it we shall lie 
reunited. 
In our mission work we ought 
to join liando at once. 
1 should like to at­ 
tend a Union Conference, and I think if 
Dr. McFerrin were to attend such a gath­ 
ering the Lord wouldn’t let him live an­ 
other day, hut would take him to heaven 
in a chariot of glory. 
My conviction is 
that the colored race, which divided ns, 
will in some way be the bridge hv which 
we shall come together again. 
But before 
the 
churches can lie united the soiid 
South must be broken. 
I don’t believe hi 
a solid South any more than in a solid 
North. 
1 want to see some of the South­ 
ern Stales go Republican and some of the 
N(*rt hern I Jemocratic.” 


PH IL O S O P H Y U PO N R E U N IO N . 
My last interview was with Lieutenant- 
Governor Shands, of Mississippi, who a 
few days ago presided over the Conference 
with such marked ability. 
The Governor 
was very cordial, and inclined to indulge 
in reminiscences. 
lie recalled the fact 
that just twenty years ago he was engaged 
in a battle under Hampton, against W ar­ 
ren. 
•‘ Yes,” 1 suggested, " Methodists 
lighting 
Methodists, and now you are 
sitting sitie bv side.” 
“ Exactly,” said Mr. 
Sítanos, “and I was wondering vesterdav, as 
we all sat in the Conference room, how 
maiiv of the delegates from the M. E.

THE CANADIAN METHODISTS. 
Before dismissing this question of union, 
it is worth noting that the Canada Metho­ 
dists have already pooled their issues in a 
common church. 
There were wide disa­ 
greements among them, but each party 
made concessions and they are now one 
both in spirit and form, the United Church 
numbering nearly three-quarters of a 
million of adherents, which is about one- 
seventh the entire population, and consid­ 
erably more than any other Protestant 
Church has in that country. There is 
also a movement on foot to bring together 
the two largest branches of the colored 
Methodists of the United States, which 
very likely will succeed before long, and 
which is another straw indicating how the 
wind is blowing. 
1 may add in this con­ 
nection that the effort to get the present 
Conference to indorse the project of a 
Common Hymnal did not prevail, the 
opinion being that it was a matter which 
must be left to the legislative liodies of 
the several churches interested. The next 
grand re-u'nion of the Methodist families 
of America will occur three years hence 
at the Second Ecumenical Conference, 
when, however, the American brethren 
will he joined by an equal number of 
Methodist dignitaries from abroad. 


A S P E E C H -M A K IN G OCCASION. 
But a mere glance can he made in two 
short letters at the proceedings of such a 
Convention as this has* been. 
The time 
been largely occupied in speech-making. 
W hile many have spoken on the various 
topics, a still larger number have remained 
silent, and have manifested no desire to 
speak. 
I 
met one of these 
to-day. 
“ Haven’t heard from you yet, Doctor,” I 
remarked. 
“ No,” said he, “ I’m an ali- 
sorhant.” “ Not a sponge, though, I trust." 
“ Yes, if you like, a sponge— Put takin^it 
all in.” 
This gentleman, 1 am glad to say, 
is one of a large number. I laving attended 
a good many great Conferences, Providence 
has permitted me to see a great many ali- 
sorbants, and not a fewgas-pipes and wind­ 
mills, and I’m prepared every time to 
throw up my hat for the former. 
H urrah 
for the sponges! Still, somebody has to 
talk, and certainly the talking here has 
been of a very high order of merit. 
And 
a singular thing about it, too, is that it has 
been so largely maintained by Southern 
men. The delegates of the Church South 
have had the floor much more frequently 
than those from the M. E. Church, and as 
for the darkies—well, it lias been a field 
day for them, truly ; for while the propor­ 
tion of colored to white delegates has been 
only about one in four, the proportion of 
speeches from the dark-skinned brethren 
has certainly been, at a rough estimate, 
not less than one in two. 


C Y N IC S A N I) F IG U R E S . 
A gathering of this description is sure to 
have in it a few cynics. One of these, the 
other day, wanted a commission appointed 
to determine where the first Methodist 
church was built in America. The essay­ 
ists, he observed, had differed tin this sub­ 
ject, some locating it on Sam’s creek, near 
Baltimore, and some in New York. 
An­ 
other gentleman of the same school of 
thought wanted to know if anybody in the 
Conference could inform hint how many of 
the 4,000,000 communicants which Meth­ 
odism boasted would vanish into thin air 
if the test of membership were still, as in 
the oid days, a regular attendance at the 
class meeting. Neither querist obtained 
any satisfaction. 
As I began with figures 1 will close in 
the same way. 
Dr. K ynett announced 
yesterday that if the progress of the past 
continued, the next Methodist centennial 
would meet in a country having 800,000,­ 
000 of population, and that if Methodism 
progressed in the same ratio to the growth 
of the population which had marked its 
past progress, it must overtake those fig­ 
ures, and have more adherents than the 
country had people ! 
This is rather hard 
on the other denominations, but I would 
advise them not to sell out too hurriedly, 
as it is just possible Dr. Kynett’s calcula­ 
tion mav not materialize fuilv.

S p o n tin g O il W e lls in H u ssia. 
The principal oil wells of the Baku dis­ 
trict lie at Bahtxamc, or Balakhani, about 
six miles to the northeast of the town. 
This is an old field about three and a half 
miles in length hy one and a half in 
breadth. To the south lies a smaller field 
called Bebeabat. One fountain at Balak­ 
hani, ninety-eight feet in depth, is noted 
as having been flowing steadily for upward 
of two years, and still continuing to yield 
800 barrels a day. Another well not far 
off, 490 feet deep, commenced its career by 
throwing up a jet thirty feet in the air, 
anti then flooding the land with oil for a 
considerable distance all around, overflow­ 
ing other wells and several spring refine­ 
ries, so as to effectually stop their work. 
The roar of the rushing oil and gas could 
he heard a mile from the spot. 
Various 
flowing wells are said to yield 6,000 barrels 
a day, and some fur more. 
But from the 
fact that these quantities are generally 
stated in the Russian measure of poods, it 
is not very easy (o realize what is meant. 
One pood, we learn, is equal to thirty-six 
pounds English, 
lienee one thousand 
poods 
represents 
somewhere 
about 
sixteen tons. Accounts have just reached 
England of an oil fountain which was 
struck last Decemlier, and flows at the rate 
of from fifty to sixty thousand poods daily, 
gushing forth with such force as to break 
in pieces a three-inch cast-iron plate which 
had been fastened over the well in order to 
divert the flow in a particular direction. 
InFtlie same district a huge heap of sand 
marks the spot where an oil spring, on be­ 
ing tapped, straightway threw upa column 
of petroleum to twice the bight and size 
of the great geyser of Iceland, forming a 
huge black fountain two hundred feet in 
hignt—a fountain, however, due solely to 
the removal of the pressure on the confined 
gas, for there is no trace of volcante beat. 
The fountain was visible for many miles 
round, and on the first day it poured forth 
ai.-.iut two million gallons, equal to fifty 
thousand barrels. 
An enterprising pho­ 
tographer who was on the spot secured a 
phot 'graph, which places the matter be­ 
yond cavil. 
The fountain continued to 
play, leaving it s unfortunate owners (an 
American company) well-nigh ruined by 
the claims brought against them hy neigh­ 
bors whose lands were destroyed by ttie 
flood of oil.—[Popular Science Monthly.

Two rem arkable papers have just ap­ 
peared, th e one by < ieorge V>". Cable of 
[Louisiana, and the other by H enry W at- 
lerson of K entucky. 
To the consideration 
of the essay hy each we give some space in 
th e same issue. 
Mr. W atterson, in the “ N orth American 
71' ■ w." in an article entitled “ The Re­ 
united 
l ilion,” replies to Mr. Blaine’s 
jiost-eleetion speeeh, and with a great deal 
o f cunning. 
But Mr. W atterson‘s answer 
is open to the charge of evading issues, 
and of m isrepresenting parties. 
No well- 
inform ed man, who is not hidebound by 
partisanship, lielieves for a moment that

Does he

lle ra» ratio President is chosen, concede 
th at a’.i the charges of injii.-ti*’© to the ne­ 
gro 
icr have been groundless, though 
continuing over a period of twenty rears, 
a id liorne testimony to by men who are 
tiie political and intellectual jieers of Mr. 
W a tterson, and whose evidence is not even 
b iie questioned by him , as we show in the 
a rti le following this? 
“ To R epubli­ 
cans,” he sneer-, “ disloyalty in the South 
was limites! to Democrats.” 
Probably— 
and will Mr. W aterson, even among the

a “ fresh crop of ideas has sprung up,” “ a 
new liody of public men lias come to the 
front,” and we venture to speak for every 
Republican N orth and South the hope that 
Mr. W atterson is correct in his statem ent 
th a t 
“ the 
N orth 
has 
m istaken 
a 
m anly 
and 
filial 
sentim ent 
in 
the 
South, for a covert and treasonable politi- 
ean design.” 
There are none but those 
who are of such qualities as enter into the 
composition of sincere Republicans, who 
can rejoice if this lie true. 
Mr. W atter- 
son is disingenious when he says that the 
logic of Mr. Blaine’s argum ent “ looks 
either to the forcible restoration of the 
negro to rulersliip in the Southern States, 
nr the destruction of Statehood at the 
South and the substitution of provincial 
forms of governm ent in room of it, with a 
m ilitary Governor, a standing army and 
m artial law for each se-parate province.” 
Mr. Blaine's post-election speech would 
have been better undelivered. 
If ever 
tim ely th at was not the time, no m atter 
how true, for the hope existed th at such 
utterance m ight never become tim ely—but 
that Mr. Blaine, or the Republican party, 
contem plate any such 
scheme as Mr. 
W atterson suggests is so absurd as to ex­ 
pose the partisanship and prejudice of that 
w riter to a degree we had not believed ex ­ 
isted in him . 
W hat 
lover of free 
institutions, Republicans and all others, 
do demand is simply this and nothing 
more : that every citizen N orth and South, 
black or white, shall be guaranteed and 
protected in the full free exercise of all 
his rights ar- a citizen, untram m eled by in­ 
tim idation, threat of violence, personal 
menace or appeals to race prejudice. Such 
is the root and branch of all the political 
concern Republicans of the N orth have re­ 
garding tht* South and its local adm inistra­ 
tions. 
In the exultation of victory, how­ 
ever, Republicans can afford to pardon 
m uch in Mr. W atterson, or any other 
Democratic partisan who indulges in such 
platitudes as these: “ T he Government 
now, for a third tim e in its history, sur­ 
vives extrem e menace and peril." 
From 
what, pray? 
Surely not from any disloyal 
acts, treasonable designs, or rebellious ac­ 
tion on the part of the law-respecting and 
order-loving part of th e comm unity en­ 
rolled in the Republican party. 


TRUMPET TONES FROM THE SOUTH. 


V ery different is the sensation indeed 
to turn from the partisan distortion of Mr. 
W atterson to the brave and m anly exposi­ 
tion of the Southern question by Geo. W. 
Gable, of Louisania, one of the most brill­ 
iant literary lights of recent years, him ­ 
self a horn Southern, the son and grandson 
of slaveholders, a man whose every inspi­ 
ration has been of Southern sentim ent. 
But here is a mind capable of shaking off 
the shackles of prejudice and considering 
the South as it is. 
Ilis paper on “ The 
Freedm an’s Ga.se in Equity,” appears in 
the January < 'entury. 
11 is one of the most 
rem arkable social and political papers of 
the era, and should be read by every lover 
of free institutions in the 
length and 
breadth, of the land. 
N othing more clear- 
cut, incisive, sincere and truthful has sped 
from the pen on this vexed subject. 
W e 
can but merely glance at the points made by 
Mr. Gable, leaving it to the reader to 
picture as vividly as he can the graceful 
vigor and the irresistible force of the argu­ 
ment. fortified a.- it is by irrefutable proofs, 
and pointing out the gentle remedy which 
is to cure ail ills of the ¡southern question. 
Iu brief, he shows th at the slave was 
dragged to America a mere savage ; slavery 
brought him into contact w ith civilization, 
and out of th at he passed to freedom, to 
eitzenship and into jh>1 itieal ascendency. 
H is 
course 
has 
not 
been, therefore, 
retrogressive. 
An 
amended Constitu­ 
tion held him tip in his newlv-acquired 
political rights, but only as a Constitution 
can, fur every element of m aterial support 
and guidance ha- been wanting. T he Gov­ 
ernm ent failing in a misguided reconstruc­ 
tion policy, threw the whole m atter over 
to the Southern ¡states. 
H ere it is no lon­ 
ger a m ain issue, hut a group of questions 
to be settled by each Stale separately. 
Slavery having been the corner-stone of 
the 
social 
structure, 
with 
freedom 
■in antagonism between the equities of the 
new citizen, and social prejudices too 
deeply rooted to lie upturned in a moment. 
T he law- for the freedmen were forced 
into the State codes, and as a result there 
has arisen a system of vicious evasions 
“ ruinous to public and private morals and 
liberty—a virtual suffocation of the prin­ 
ciples of human equity which the unwel­ 
come decrees do little more than shadow 
forth." 
But in some districts, it is fair to 
say, they have received much practical 
a.-i eptance. Now, w hat are the -cntiments. ' 
asks this skilled analysis, that underlie j 
these attitudes ? Foremost is the ingrained 
s ntim ent that the negro is of necean tv an 
alien. 
H e came a bruitish, unclean cap­ 
tive, hut the changes to re.-ult from con­ 
fie t with a superb race of masters was not 
taken into account. 
The mingling of his 
blood with the w hite worked no change in 
the sentim ent. 
Through all the attrition 
and change the old notion held fast—the old 
í'-ntim em was la-hind. Even when endowed 
w ith freedom, a taxpayer, th e educator of 
his own children, he was stiil an’alien. 
and for returning to his home was cast 
into pri.-i-n as a felon. 
But these were the 
a d s of a sincere »rod-fearing people. 
The 


for. fathers of this people shed their blood 
fo- the principle of man’s equality and 
their inalienable right to life, liberty and 
property, but in good conscience adhered 
to the conviction that th e negro was un­ 
alterably an alien. 
T hat hold broken, the whoh Southern 
social fabric would go to wreck. 
To se­ 
cure it, therefore, the South fell hack upon 
“ the assumption of a God-given instinct, 
m bier than reason, and which it was an 
insult to a freeman to :isk him to prove on 
logical 
grounds." 
But 
this was 
not 
er, -ugh, for the alien sought freedom, and 
the slave ro.-te could not !-e intrusted w ith 
any {..over th at could be w ithheld. 
So 
the pcrp. tual alien was made a p-.irpetnai 
menial, and to this hour, Gable clearly 
proves, the chief aim of the dom inant 
S >atb Is ie keep him a menial. 
Strange as it may appear, w hile this 
was held as to his bodily service, the mas­ 
ters of the South ffatiy broke “ the shame­ 
ful laws th a t stood between their slaves 
and the Bible,” and concerned themselves 
about the spiritual welfare of the alien 
and menial. 
This condition perpetuated 
the vices th at cling to servility and dense 
igu jrancc, and so it was assumed that the 


taint of negro blood was a moral disquali­ 
fication. 
The testimony of a 
foreign 
w hite beggar was good in Court, but the 
colored man, raised among and known to 
the people, could not bear witness against 
th at of the white man— the negro was “ a 
prejudged culprit.” 
Caste built up the 
idea th at by birth and race “ every one of 
us had certain broad police powers over 
every person of color.” 
The tempest of war severed all these 
arbitrary relations, but left every one of 
the sentim ents on which they were rooted. 
The law gave the freeman the ballot. This 
would have crushed the alienism, but for 
the fact that the old ideas were all bound 
to g eth er; th at they were held to he the 
essentials of self-respect. 
“ How, then, 
could we meet the freeman on equal terms 
in the political field?” asks Mr. Cable. 
There followed the vote and robbery and 
bribery on one side, and w hipping and 
k illing on the other, in the reconstruction 
period. 
The struggle was thus on one side how 
to establish Republican ¡stateG overnm ents 
according the blacks 
th e 
rights 
ion- 
ceded by the rest of C hristendom ; and 
how to get hack th e semblance of republi­ 
can government, and yet retain an arbi­ 
trary superiority of w hite over black as an 
alien, menial and dangerous cla.-s, on the 
other side. 
“ U nder an experim entative tru th these 
issues of the dreadful episode of reconstruc­ 
tion rest to-day upon the pledge of the 
wiser leaders of the master class 
remove 
the hireling demagogue and we will see to 
it that the frcedman is accorded a prac­ 
tical, complete and cordial recognition of 
his equality with the w hite man before 
the law.” 
Mr. Calilo pities the weak ¡ lea of those 
who desire to w ait until “ the feelings en­ 
gendered by the war pass away.” 
The 
sentim ents he analyzes are not “ feelings 
engendered by the w a r but for these sen­ 
tim ents slavery would have perished of 
itself. To the ex-slave, with the patriarchal 
tie broken by the war, there was broken 
also the often tenderer tie of dependence 
and protection. 
Before the master the slave 
renounced i t ; ever since .the former has 
tried to [day on the old sentim ent, but it 
is a harp w ithout strings. 
The old master 
repulsed, turned away estranged, and jus­ 
tified him self in w ithholding the simpler 
protection w ithout patronage which one 
American citizen owes to another, how­ 
ever humble. 
To be a perfectly free man is still the 
goal of the negro of the South. 
He is free, 
but the old master retains the exclusive 
right to define the bounds of his freedom. 
Many, says Mr. Cable, suppose this is the 
end actually sought and desired in recon­ 
struction, but it is folly to charge s'ueh ab­ 
surdity to th e best American intelligence. 
“ The belief is all too common th at the 
nation, having aimed at a wrong result 
and missed, has left us of the Southern 
States to get now such other result as we 
think best.” 
And herein Mr. Cable has 
penetrated the very heart of the meat of 
the nut. 
H e adds a sentence that suggests 
the whole remedy, and which the whole 
country prays and trusts may he given to 
the care of the sentim ent and courage of 
“ the new South : ” 
“ There is a growing number who see that 
the one thing we ear not afford to tolerate at 


la r g e 
a class of people le.-.s than citizens, mid 
that every interest in the land demands that the 
freeman he free to become in all things, as far 
as hit own personal gifts will lift and sustain 
him, tht same sort of American citizen he 
would he if. with the same intellectual ami 
moral caliber, he were white.’’ 
Thus Mr. Cable reaches the ultim ate 
question of fa c t; 
“Arc the freedman’s lib- 
e rtii: -'iff! ring any real abridgm ent ?” H e 
replies in the affirmative, and th at while 
the lett r of the law recognizes him as en­ 
titled to every right of an American ciLi- 
zen, “ there is scarcely one public relation 
of life ¡11 th e South where he is not arbi­ 
trarily and unlawfully compelled to hold 
toward the w hile man the attitude of an 
alien, a menial, and a probable reprobate, 
by reason of his race and color.” 
From this puint he proceeds to marshal 
his proofs, citing the infamous ennvict 
contract system ; the marvelous dispropor­ 
tion of blacks sent to penal servitude; the 
exclusion from public conveyances b v brute 
: rre - .t orderly colored people moving on 
their own account, but th eir welcome tol­ 
erance when serving in the capacity of 
m enials; the narrowing of privileges in 
C ourts; the tram pling of the negro’s lan­ 
guishing self-respect; 
the 
spum ing of 
his 
am b itio n ; 
the 
refusal 
to 
let 
him 
buy 
with 
money, 
or 
to 
earn 
by excellence of iife m om entary im m unity 
from these public indignities even for his 
wife and daughters, and so on to the end 
of a chapter of wrongs. 
These are the 
facts, exclaims this ex-Confederatc officer, 
this fair-minded Southerner, this literary 
celebrity, ihi.-. acknowledged keen observ­ 
er. this lecturer among his own on many 
a Southern 
.p. 
“ They arc simply the 
P ' .a n* Ur. a n d defended state of affairs 
peel's! n/ its crceriors.” 
Mr. Cable adds 
fearlessly: 
Nothing but the habit, generations olii, of en­ 
during it. could make it endurable by men not 
in actual slavery. Were we whites of the South 
to remain every way as we are, and our 6,000,- 
"'U blaeks to give place to any sort of w hites cx- 
Ectly their equals. man for man, in mind, 
morals and wealth—provided only that they 
had ta.teii two years of American freedom—and 
were this same system of tyrannies attempted 
upon them, there would be as bloody an upris­ 
ing us this eontineut has ever seen We eau say 
this quietly 
There is not a scruple's weight of 
present danger. 
These 6.000,OiW freemen are 
dom inat'd by O.OOo.OOO whites immeasurably 
stronger than they, barked by the virtual con­ 
sent of thirty odd millions more. 
H ere we must reluctantly leave this re­ 
m arkable paper, and defer reference to tiie 
sunlight Mr. Cable sees through all these 
clouds. 
I.et it he commended to Mr. W at­ 
terson for reply, w hether Mr. Cable, the 
Southerner, and Mr. Blaine, the N orth­ 
erner, are in conflict as to the facts, or the 
one is more w-- rthy castigation hy Mr. 
W atterson than the other. 
W hen 
Mr. 
I’.iainc, of Maine, asks, “ Is the frcedman 
a free man ?" and Mr. Cable, of Louisiana, 
replies “ No," what has Mr. W at tero-, n to 


A LE3S05 OF THE STORM. 


There is a lesson of the recent severe 
lorni w rit1., n tqion the serried hillsides 
and the face of rushing waters that this 
people will be more than foolish to ih t- 
m it to pass unheeded. 
No one who has 
lieeu ordinarily observant can have failed 
to notice th at w ith each year the de­ 
scending rains in the mountains come 
down to the valleys w ith greater speed 
aad in regularly succeeding briefer spaces 
of time. 
Wq have not to look far for the 


cause— the denudation of our upper moun­ 
tain slopes. 
H istory will make perm anent 
of record our recklessness in no distant 
future. 
W herever a fertile plain or a 
luxuriant valley has been changed to a 
parched desert unfit for man’s habitation, 
it has been the result of hum an agency. 
Frederic W illiam I. of Prussia called his 
Prim e M inister to his Cabinet one day 
kind demanded that certain slims of money 
lie raised at once w ithout imposing new 
taxation u{«on an already overburdened 
people. 
The M inister ddllared that there 
was but one resource— to put into m arket 
the valuable tim ber along the Baltic in the 
northeast. 
It was done— and to-day. from 
Meinel southward to and below Tilsit, 
what was once the fairest section of N orth 
Germany has been so impoverished that 
it is practically a desert.

forestry fourfold the sum -he received for 
the sale of her tim ber.

dom in the face of the experience of 
others.

Francisco, to the position of deputy, vice 
Oppenhoim, but Mr. Edgar failed to ap­ 
pear with the requisite bond, and the 
office of Treasurer becoming vacant, the 
Governor bestowed it upon Mr. Oullahan. 
The Stockton llcrahl, in speaking of the 
appointment, says: The appointment is 
indorsed by the people of Stockton, irre­ 
spective of party, and bis congratulations 
have come from Republicans as sincerely 
as from Democrats. To show how well it 
was received it is only necessary to say that 
many more friends than were necessary 
volunteered to become 
Mr. Oullahan's 
bondsmen before 12 o’clock to-day. Mr.

Scholars m ay take G erm an or French as an 
additional study during the second and third 
years, providing they can do so in a m anner 
satisfactory to the Principal. 
Scholars m ay elect to take the fourth year's 
w ork in the scientific course; but in th at case 
they m ust review the classics of the third year 
w ith th e class of that year. 
In ail the courses, the English shall be that 
prescribed by the State University for adm ission 
to the several courses iu th e University.

Scholars m ay substitute th e scientific fourth 
year's studies iu place o f th e literary fourth 
year's studies, upon th e sam e conditions as in 
the classical course. 
All substitutions m ust be m ade w ith the con­ 
sent o f the Principal.

providing they have not ranked 
low er th an 7.5 per cent, in any o f th eir studies, 
nor low er th an 85 per cent, in the average, will, 
on graduating from th e school, receive a first- 
class teacher's certificate, w hich w ill be valid 
in the city of Sacram ento.

T h e O rphan C h ild ren . 
Mrs. S. E. Clayton has been spending 
three weeks in the commendable work of 
visiting the children sent out from the Pro­ 
testant Orphan Asylum to “ homes” in the 
country, and, as will be seen by the follow­ 
ing communication, she is not well satisfied 
with what she ascertained: 
In looking after the children of the Or­ 
phan Asylum that have been provided with 
places in different parts of the country, ex­ 
pecting to better their condition by giving 
them permanent homes where they would 
be taught to work and receive an education 
that would fit them for the duties of life.we 
beg leave to submit the following report: 
Twenty-five have been visited. Six out of 
that number were attending school. (I 
wish to state here that I have no reference 
to those who have been adopted, but older 
children, from 8 to 14, that are large enough 
to work.) Some are three miles from 
school, and other advantages will compare 
with their school privileges. Twelve have 
never been in Sunday-school since they left 
the asylum. Those that remained in the 
institution have not only been kept in 
school, but in the Sunday-school.where the 
Superintendent and teachers have been so 
faithful that, besides the interesting lessons 
there taught, the children can read music, 
and their singing will compare with any 
children in the city. We have been anx­ 
ious to get homes for them, but with these 
results what shall we do? Every person 
taking a child out of the asylum is required 
to give good references as to their charac­ 
ter : to promise to setnl them to school 
eight months in the year, and in all respects t 
treat them as their own. W hat a blessing 
it would be if we could have an institution j 
that would take thesC children at the age of 
14. when the State no longer .provides for 
their support,where they could learn trades 
and different kinds of employment, and be 
assisted in getting situations, so that they 
could support themselves, us they do in 
England and Germany. Children between 
the ages of 12 and 16 need more care and 
sympathy than at any other time in life, to 
save them from temptations they meet on 
every side. The man or woman who will 
engage in this noble calling will receive the 
gratitude of the needy and the approbation 
of Him who took little children in His 
arms and blessed them.

The Justice v.-as of the opinion that 
a man would not thus eat up the proceeds 
of the sale of a cow intrusted to him to sell 
and remit as above, and therefore rendered 
bis judgment that W. B. Treadwell should 
pay a fine of $lo0, and in default of «u«Ti 
payment should be confineil in the county 
jail at Lakeport for one hundred days.” 


(toing A fte r tii e Gamdi.ers.—The Stock­ 
ton Mail has ha«i an interview with Sheriff 
Cunningham, of San Joaquin, well known 
here, with the following result : " Hith­ 
erto I have not meddled in city criminal 
affairs." said Sheriff Cunningham, "but 
henceforth I shall stop gambling in this 
city. There will be no gambling iiere for 
the next few years, at least.” 
It was the 
January case, said the Sheriff’ wliic-h led to 
his present determination. 
The Sheriff' 
was personally acquainted with old man 
January, and felt a sympathy for him in

The weather had been so unpleasant for 
ten or twelve days that everybody had re­ 
mained indoors when they could, ami yes­ 
terday being the first suitable opportunity 
for a walk, they took a look at the gauge at 
the foot of K street, and then went over 
into Yolo. The river has broken away 
about 100 feet of the dam built in the levee 
above Washington, and wqshed out all of 
the levee constructed by James Totiliey 
under his contract of about two months 
ago. The water, running over what re­ 
mains of the dam and through the break, 
presents a fine spectacle, though the people 
of Washington, heavily taxed for their 
levee improvements, think the beautiful 
sight is rather dearly paid for. The water, 
running back of the town, lias met the 
overflow in the titles, and then backed up 
into the town to some extent.

C o n s tr u c tio n o f F o o t- v r a lk s . 
Foot-walks about house and garden, more 
especially in rural villages than on farms, 
are often so poor as to cause inconvenience, 
severe colds, serious diseases and at times 
deaths, through feet and clothing wetted 
by walking through grass—one of the ex­ 
ceedingly dangerous things. 
Board walks 
should be raised from the ground on four- 
int-h foundations, be at least three feet 
wide to keep the skirts dry, for women suf­ 
fer more from wet clothing in this way 
than men do; should be laid with close 
joints to prevent gras-, growing between* 
them, and the grass and weeds should he 
kept closely cut on each side. 
Where 
gravel or coal ashes can be procured, spread 
three inches thick and rolled firmly, they 
make excellent paths. The surface should 
Ik? rounded to give fall to the water and 
proper drains should be made on the sides. 
The disadvantage of these walks is that 
they will become covered with grass and 
weeds if neglected. 
But a good coating of 
cheap salt scattered over them will kill 
everything hut the coarse crab-grass which 
appears in July, and boiling hot brine is 
needed for this bad weed. 
Cement paths are made of various ma­ 
terials ; gravel, coal ashes and broken stone 
are liest. 
The usual way of making good 
foot-walks is as follows: The material is 
gathered in a convenient place, and is 
heated in a box having a sheet-iron bot­ 
tom and mounted on a few stones. As the 
stufTis made hot it is thrown in a heap on 
a mixing board, aud melted asphalt or gas 
tar is poured over it, and the whole well 
shovelled over until thoroughly incorpo­ 
rated, no more tar being used than will 
merely coat the material and he absorbed 
by it. The path is properly graded and 
dug three or four inches; dry coarse gravel 
is first laid down and the prepared material 
is spread two inches thick and well ram­ 
med down. 
It is smoothed as well as pos­ 
sible, afid then dusted over with dry sand 
or fine ashes, and rolled until a hard 
smooth surface is made. This soon becomes 
like rock, and no weeds or moss will grow

water-lime with gravel or ashes, or both. 
These materials are put in a heap and 
wetted. 
One barrel of water-lime is 
mixed with three barrels of sharp, clean 
santl, dry. being shovelled over back and 
forth several times to get a thorough 
mixture. 
A portion is then mixed with 
water into a thin, soft mortar and five 
parts of the wet gravel or ashes are well 
mixed with it, so that every fragment is 
coated with the combining mortar. This 
is important for obvious reasons. This 
concrete is spread on the graded walk and 
beaten down a rammer until the moisture 
gathers on the surface. Some of the dry 
sand or cement is then scattered over the 
surface to absorb the moisture and the sur­ 
face is smoothed over with a plank rubber 
having a sloping handle to work it buck 
and forth with. 
In a few days this is hard 
and becomes harder with time. 
By mak­ 
ing divisions of thin strips of wood or 
tarred paper the cement may be laid down 
in blocks,- square or diamond-shaped, and 
for extra good walks the blocks may be 
colored by mixing the finish coat with 
brown or gray or other colors alternately.
